_ Arabs concerned Cyprus crisis

Alarm was expressed in a number 
of Arab capitals yesterday at the 
events in Cyprus, as Arab news 
media warned that the crisis there 
was bound to have its “consequen- 
ces in the Arab world.” 

Several Arab governments were

Saigon airlifts troops 
to save district capital 


SAIGON (Reuter). —- Crack gov- 
exyument troops ‘thave been airlifted 
to a threatened district capital and 
coal mine area in the north-central 
part of South Vietnam to try to 
hold them against strong North 
Vietnamese forces, military sources 
sald here yesterday. 

‘Commandos brought by helicopter 
to South Vietnam's only coal mine 
at An Hoa were immediately en- 
gaged in battle by Communist 
troops as they landed on Saturday, 
the sources sald. There were no 
immediate casualty reports. 

Other helicopters, meanwhile, 
landed government rangers to rein- 
force the town of Duc Duc, while

Dac Duc, just north of the coal 
Taine some 580 km. northeast of 
Saigon, was earlier reported to have 
been isolated by Communist troops 
who overran a nearby base camp 
on Thursday, and many of the town's 
inhabitants were sald to have fied.

EQUAT. — The Zim shipping com- 
pany obstructs the development of 
the port here, port manager Ehud 
Hadar charged et the weekend. 

Zim operates 17 ships on the 
Hilat line, Dut ‘these are old vessels 
and the company refuses to insti- 
tute uniform loading and to pro- 
vide for the shipping of containers, 
Mr. Hadar told a news conference. 
He sald many work days are wasted 
because shipments are mixed to- 
gether and bave to be sorted out. 
Zim has to institute a 
system of uniform loads — which 
means shipments destined for each 
consignee are all loaded together 
and are separate from other ship- 
ments — but has done nothing to 
keep its promise. 

The ships Zim operates, Mr. Hadar 
said, are 17-year-old on the average, 
and are equipped with steam cranes, 
which take three men to operate. 

As a compromise on the con- 
tainers’ issue, he reported, Zim had 
agreed to load several containers 
on the existing ships, in order to 
imcreese turnover, but this, too, has 
not been implemented. 

The port manager said IL25m 
have been invested in development 
of the port since 1971, and IL3m.
